As you begin work on the Fiscal Year 2018 Defense Appropriations bill, I respectfully
request the continuation of $30 million for competitive spinal cord injury (SCI) research.

Thanks to your Subcommittee’s support of SCI research, new therapies are on the
horizon to give paralyzed servicemen and women hope that they may one day regain function in
injured limbs. Continued funding for this important Defense account devoted to SCI research is
crucial to building on the program’s past progress.
